The majority of the House Com- 
mittee on Fereign Affairs have 
handed in a report on the Edmunds 
Panama resolution favoring its 
passage by the House. The reso- 
lution in terms declares that the 


. United States will look with con- 


cern and disapproval upon the con- 
nection of any European Govern 
ment with either the Panama or 
Nicaragua caual enterprises. 

It is regrettable, says the San 
Franciscé Post, thet there should 
be a minority protest against the 
resolution. As the majority re- 
port points out, this doctrine has 
been supported by the Government 
of the United States for seventy 
years, and to refuse te pass the 
resolution is to surrender a princi- 
ple that the United States has been 
quick to erforce on all occasions. 
In fact, several Administrations 
have used much broader language 
than this resolution in defining the 
position of the United States on 


- the continent.

The Parnell Inquiry Cellapsec. 

Loxpox, Feb. 27.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Hon. Henry Mat- 
thews, Secretary of State for Home 
Affairs, stated that the authorities are 
taking steps to secure the extradition 
of Pigott from Paris. Matthews also 
said that he had no information re- 
garding Houston at present that would 
justify him in preventing Houston 
from leaving the country. 

An immense crowd was present in 
the court-room this morning when the 
Parnell Commission was opened, and 


much excitement was manifested. 
Parnell arrived in the court-room 
early. Attorney-General Webster 
stated to the court that Shannon, the 
Times’ Dublin solicitor, had received 
a letter to-day from Pigott, who is in 
Paris. The letter is not in Pigott’s 
writing. Shannon immediately noti- 
fied the Scotland Yard authorities of 
the receipt of the letter. The Attor- 
ney-General then read the letter. It 
was dated on Saturday and contained 
the confession Pigott made to Labou- 
chere on that «ef Pigott added that 
he desired to fully disclose that he 
fabricated the all fac-simile of Par- 
nell’s letter published in the Times,and 
other letters he furnished that paper. 
He denied being in with the Amerj- 
can Brotherhood after he sold his 
newspaper, Zhe Irishman. He ad- 
mitted that he wrote the conversation 
with Eugene Fakis at Launanne, from 
memory only. He told Houston that 
he found the letters in a bag, but he 
fabricated them, using genuine letters 
of Parnell and Egan es pe sear 
words showing the general character 
of the writing, tracing them against a 
window pane. He afterwards de- 
stroyed the genuine letters. The se- 
cond batch of letters ascribed to Par- 
nell, were imitated from a fac simile 
published in the Times. He did see 
Breslin in America. He admitted 
that Laboucheres account of the inter- 
view between them was in the main 
correct. The letter dated Saturday, 
was enclosed in another letter bearing 
date. Hotel du Mondes, Paris, Tues- 
day, saying: 

Before leaving the enclosed, ‘“The 
Confession,’’ was handed me, having 
been left while I was ont. I will 
write again soon. Signed, 

Ricuarp Pigorr. 

Attorney - General Webster said 
pote tyre would agree that nobody 
could attach any weight to Pigott’s 
evidence, and it was his duty to ask 
the Court to withdraw from consider- 
ing the genuineness of the letters.

Panama Canal | Case. 

Paris, Feb. 27.—The court of ap- 
peal has heard arguments in the con- 
flict between the civil tribunal of the 
Seine and the tribunal of Commerce, 
regarding the respective right of jur- 
isdiction over the Panama Canal Com- 
pany. The civil court recently deci- 
ded the company was only subject to 
the civil law, and thereupon appointed 
a liquidator.

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The Food Offered to 1 urists in the Mount- 
aim Districts of Norway. 

A correspondent of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, writing from Norway, gives the 
following in reference to the food offered to 
tourists in the mountain districts of the 
country: “In general we have found it more 


Bread is well made, not too hard, as 
usually it is in Burope—the rye bread apt to 
be sour. What is called ‘flat bread’ is some- 


sire to see another. The deerare kept, hall 
tamed, in the mountains, and killed for food, 
though in one place we had the meat from a 
wild one shot by an English sportsman 
rather too long ago. Their only idea of 
dessert is some kind of omelet, eaten with 
sugar and preserves—when it is regular 
’itws very good. The chief ‘com- 
’ is made of red whortleterries, so 
called by the English, and not very nice. 

“ But the chief peculiarities of the Nor- 
wegian breakfast and supper are their salt 
relishes and the prodigious amount of 
cheese they consume. The relishes are 
raw—raw ham, sausage, pickled fish, etc.— 
but not very appetizing. The cheese is put 
on in round loaves, some sweetened, of @ 
brown color like chocolate, some strong and 
some stronger. The latter kind is, fortu- 
nately, handed round under a giass cover; 
and Heaven forbid that your neighbor should 
take any! Indeed, our chief object in se 
lecting seats at table was to be as far away 
from the cheese as possible. Apparently 
the natives now that their taste is pecu- 
liar, and good Dutch cheese is always added 
to the list when travelers are present. Ol! 
fruit we have had little, but the delicious 
small strawberries are just ripening; said 
te be very abundant in Sweden. There are 
peculiar Norwegian dishes of which we have 
heard but which have not been offered us— 
fish soups, fish-puddings and the like. Some 
very nice croquettes of fish, in a white 
sauce, were given us once; and one day we 
asked for their barley-meal porridge, a very 
common f among the peasants, but we 
have not the request. The bracing 
air of the mountains, Iought to say, almost 
always adds the sauce of hunger to what 
ever is brought forward.” 


POWDER EXPLOSIONS. 


A Maine Man Relates a Most Thrilling 
Experience. 

Whoever will invent a way to werk pow- 
der with less danger to those so employed 
will confer one of the greatest of boons on 
humanity, observes the Louisville (Me.) 
Journal, The thing may appear to be im- 
possible now, but a wayhbas been found 
over apparently insurmountable difficulties 
in other fields of labor. The story of the 
Gambo powder mills is one of the most ter- 
rible in Maine’s history. Only one person 
now lives who can to the full appreciate Ks 
horrors, and that is Mr. Clinton B. Hooper, 
who enjoys the unique distinction of having 
passed through a powder-mill explosion at 
Gambo alive. He is an old man now and 
totally blind.

first thing I saw was a small blinding flash, 
which instantly grew brighter, and I jumped 
to get out of the way. I had the 
presence of mind to fall flat on 
the floor of the mill. Then the hor- 
rible, deafening report came, and 
pieces of machinery, stones and sticks of 
timber passed over my head. Luckily | was 
not struck by the missiles, but 1 was terri- 
bly burned by the powder, and the concus 
sion shook me up inside. I lay on my bed 
for months and you can see how I am now.” 
One other man .came out of a wreck ap 
parently unhurt. The blow knocked the 
shoes from his feet, but he walked -up the 
rosd and told some men he met about the 
accident. He wasiaugting and congratu- 
lating himself on his escape, when it was 
discovered that the skin on the bottom of his 
feet had gone with his shoes, and a few 
minutes later he fell dead from the effects 
of the concussion. 

The story of accidents averted is an inter- 
esting one.
